WASHINGTON (AP). — More than 
half of the C-5A planes assigned 
in the U.S. military airlift in the 
1973 Middle Bast war broke down 
each day of the airlift, the Govern- 
ment General Accounting Office 
said m a report released on Satur- 


day. 

But the GAO praised the overall 
performance of the cargo plane and 
the Military Airlift Command dur- 
ing the operation. 

The C-5As carried nearly half 
of the 22,497 tons of material sent

NAPLES (AP). — Eleven persons 
were killed and 51 injured early 
yesterday in a chain collision in- 
volving 27 cars and a_ δὰ 
on the fog-shrouded Highway of 
the Sim between Naples and Ca- 
serta, police * reported.

About eight inoperable 
aircraft could have been made to 
work within 12 hours if necessary, 
the GAO concluded from its review 
of the airlift which ran from Octo- 
ber 13 to November 14, 1973. 
“The C-5A aircraft did an ex- 
cellent job of air] material,” 
the GAO said in its evaluation. 
Last week Senator William Prox- 
mire, Wisconsin Democrat, charged 
that the airlift to Israel was in- 
effective because the cargo carried 
by the C-5As arrived too late to 


affect the war's outcome. He said.

Neto 
said that at this time he could not 
say whether or not FNLA disruption 
in Angola was being done with or 
without the cooperation of the Zaire 
Government. He added that despite 
recent clashes between FNLA and 
MPLA militants, the situation in 
Angola wes not chaotic.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP).—A man 

who says his wife is unable to bear 

children says he will pay a woman 

#70.000 to have his baby by artifi- 
cial insemination. 

The man, whose anonymous ad- 
vertisement appeared in Friday's 
"San Francisco Chronicle” classified 
section, said he's happily married, 
doesn't want to meet the prospec- 
tive mother, and wouldn't dream of 
making love to her. (He is a church- 
school teacher and lay leader.) 

The ad reads: 

“Childless husband with infertile 
wife wants test-tube baby. English 
or Northwestern back- 
round. Indicate fee and age. All 
answers confidential.” 

Contacted on telephone, the man 
explained that he was willing to 
hire the woman for up to $10,000. 


“When I found out my wife couldn’t 
have children, 1 felt like killing my- 
self," he said, ‘The depression was 
enormous. I’m the last of my family 
line. I want to have my own child.” 

The man, who lives in a large 
West Coast city, said the woman 
should not have any serious in- 
herited defects and should be of at 
least average intelligence and good 
health, but needn't be beautiful. 

He had been trying for 10 years 
to set up the arrangement through 

physicians but had not encountered 
much favourable response. 

In desperation, he said, he sent 
the advertisement to nine news- 
papers. Seven rejected it. The 
“Chronicle” and another newspaper 
‘accepted it.
